Two school teachers learn some factory "know how."

ONLY A SMALL percentage of high school graduates go on to col­ 
lege. Thus a prime responsibility of their teachers is to prepare them 
directly for the lob market. 
However, many teachers know very little about the Job market— 
about the intricate inner workings of business. They have had no op­ 
portunity to find out, and business has neglected to teach the teacher. 
in Los Angeles, however, this harmful gap between education and 
business is being bridged. 
Every summer scores of teachers spend 
two weeks of their vacation holding down actual jobs in business and 
industry. 
The teachers sell merchandise across the counters of department 
stores and keep books in the banks. They sort beans in produce ware­ 
houses, Juggle milk cans at local dairies and work on the assembly 
lines in aircraft factories. 
They earn money for it, too. 
wage, paid by the businesses them­ 
selves. 
However, this is only an 
incidental return. 
Far more im­ 
portant is the wealth of practical 
job know-how which the teachers 
take back to their students. 
This means that thousands of 
youngsters will be better equipped 
to go out and earn their liveli­ 
hoods, without a long interval of 
searching, 
groping 
and 
adjust­ 
ment. It means that business, for 
its part, can count on a continuing 
flow of purposeful young workers 
who know something about the 
work they are getting into before 
they get into it.

THE PROGRAM, which Los An­ 
geles callB its Guidance Workshop 
In Business and Industry, started 
in 1946. It was the brainchild of a 
leading educator and a leading 
business man who agreed that edu­ 
cation 
and 
business, 
while 
ex­ 
tremely dependent on each other, 
weren’t very well acquainted. 
In recent summers as many as 
80 teachers have volunteered for 
the program and 30 firms have 
found 
jobs 
for 
the 
“workshop- 
pers." 
Moreover, 
they 
treat

teacher not aa a visiting school- 
marm but as any other employe. 
This is all part of a systematic 
effort to give the teacher! a real 
understanding of how a young per­

brighter young graduates his way 
after commencement.

Fault Seen 
In Idaho's 
Salle Vaccine 


BOISE, Idaho UP—Some evidence 
focused on faulty vaccine Monday 
as a possible cause of a polio out­ 
break in Idaho, which reported its 
sixth death of the year from the 
disease. 
Dr. Louis P. Gebhardt, a Uni­ 
versity of Utah 
physician 
and 
bacteriologist who led the tests in 
Utah, Colorado and Wyoming dur­ 
ing the field trials of the vaccine 
last year, reported on tests ‘‘which 
as far as we can interpret” show­ 
ed ‘‘probably a very, very small 
amount of live virus” present in 
samples of the vaccine made by 
Cutter Laboratories and used in 
Idaho. 
In Washington, Surgeon 
Gener­ 
al Leonard Scheele said that with 
proper techniques live virus should 
not get into the vaccine, but he 
was unable to give any report on 
Dr. Gebhardt’s findings until the 
full report is received by the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health. 
Dr. Gebhardt said his tests and 
results were as follows: 
1. No live 
virus 
was 
found 
among samples of 
the 
vaccine 
when tested directly by placing it 
in a tissue culture. 
2. Susceptible monkeys injected 
with vaccine samples from one of 
the two lots used in Idaho showed 
no signs of polio. Four monkeys 
were used. 
3. One of four monkeys injected 
with samples from the other lot 
died of polio 14 days after injec­ 
tion. The other three have shown 
no signs, although all were inject­ 
ed May 7.

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MAN NOW SCORING GAINS IN WAR 
AGAINST BUGS TO SAVE OUR TREES

ALL OVER AMERICA, in quiet 
laboratories, small groups of men 
fight desperately to preserve one 
of the naUon's most precious pos- 
sessions, its trees. 
Arrayed against them are thou­ 
sands of varieties of fungi, billions 
of bugs no larger than the head 
of a pin; tiny worms, and harm­ 
less appearing beetles. 
Together 
| the combined torces of the fungi 
and bugs ruin more than three 
times as much of the nation’s tim­ 
ber as do forest fires. 
Up until a few years ago the 
pests 
were 
winning 
their 
war 
against trees hands down. 
Now 
the story is beginning to be dif­ 
ferent. 
Tile counter 
attack on 
these threats to our forests is as­ 
suming 
large 
proportions, 
and 
there have been a few dramatic 
instances where the victory has 
gone to men, not bugs. 
• 
About a year ago, the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture’s forest serv­ 
ice laboratory turned the weapons 
of nuclear warfare against the 
Englemann spruce beetle, one of 
the most destructive of the forest 
pests. About 12,000 adult beetles 
were dipped in a solution of radio­ 
active iodine and released In a 
spruce stand in western Colorado’s 
# Routt National Forest. 
• 
• 
• 
TRAPS had been set in the 
stand, and by checking the dis­ 
tribution of “hot" insects, the lab­ 
oratory 
men 
learned 
something 
about the way the beetle disperses 
in 
flight, put 
thei* 
new 
found 
knowledge to good use in their 
campaign against the beetle. 
Out In the Pacific Northwest, 
another 
killer, the spruce bud- 
IU worm, periodically goes on a ram­ 
page and eats Its way through 
millions of acres of Douglas fir, 
white fir, and spruce. Evidence of 
the power of this tiny worm can 
be attested to by the residents >f 
Alberta, Canada, who saw some 
two billion acres of their forests 
ruined by the budworm. 
Today Canada and the United 
States collaborate in an attempt 
to stop the ravages of the bud- 
ft worm. 
Airplane pilots soar less 
than IOO feet over the tops of the

forests, 
dusting the trees with 
DDT. 
It is a bitter battle between man 
and worm in 
which 
there are 
casualties on both sides. 
In one 
recent large scale operation, seven 
pilots lost their lives. 
However, 
the spruce budworm was stopped 
in its tracks, over 97 per cent of 
the larvae being killed 
by the 
spray. 
The newest and most mysterious 
forest murderer is the fungous dis­ 
ease called oak wilt. Unless it is 
stopped oak wilt can duplicate the 
feat 
of 
chestnut 
blight, 
which 
raged across the land until it killed 
most of the nation’s commercial 
chestnut timber.

IT IS BELIEVED that oak wilt 
kills oak trees by stopping the flow 
of water through the vascular sys­ 
tem of the tree. The men who bat­ 
tle to save our trees now break the 
grafts under the soil when the 
roots of a diseased oak become 
grafted to those of a healthy tree. 
Oak wilt has been known to spread 
that way. 
As to the mysterious manner in 


which it has Jumped over long dis­ 
tances, here the tree experts ad­ 
mit they are baffled. They don’t 
know how it is done. 
Among 
the 
fungus 
diseases, 
white pine blister rust is the big­ 
gest killer of them all. When the 
Department of Agriculture makes 
its annual request for money to 
fight tree diseases and insects they 
divide the amount required into 
two categories—one for white pine 
blister rust control and one for 
control of all other forest insects 
and diseases. 
For the year 1956, they have 
asked for $2,570,000 for white pine 
blister rust—$2,367,500 for “For­ 
est Pest Control”! 
Knowing how vital trees are to 
the nation’s economy, the men who 
fight to preserve America’s 622 
million acres of forest land never 
give up. 
The prophets of doom who peri­ 
odically predict that insects will 
eventually rule the world have 
overlooked one important factor. 
They have not been talking to the 
men who make up the front line 
in the battle of the bugs.

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EDUCATION PAYS OFF 
ONCE AGAIN the nation’s schools have 
come to the end of a term. And once again 
the graduates are surveying the opportun­ 
ities, seeking their places in the world. 
Even more than previous years, however, 
the jobs will be seeking the applicants. 
Reports compiled by the Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Company of Min­ 
neapolis indicate competition will be stiff 
this year among corporations looking f o r 
the choice college graduates. Graduates of 
technical subjects such as engineering, sci­ 
ence and teaching are in greatest demand, 
but the average starting salary for all vo­ 
cations, including the non-technical ones, 
shows a definite upward swing. 
This year graduate engineers are offer­ 
ed average starting salaries of $400 a 
month and one engineering school report­ 
ed “probably none of our seniors this year 
has less than six offers.” 
Students of non-technical subjects will 
be pleased to find employers are offering 
$300 to $390 a month, an increase of from 
3 to ll per cent over last year. 
As an example of the earnest demand 
for qualified workers, employers this year 
for the first time are signing up those who 
are destined for military service in a short 
time. Larger corporations are taking this 
heretofore shunned group on a “when you 
return” basis. 
Colleges all over the United States have 
announced available jobs are running IO 
per cent higher than last year, a good in­ 
dication that business leaders are c o m- 
pletely optimistic about the continuance of 
the present upsurge and are wasting no 
time in getting expansion programs under 
way. 


SMALL FARM PROBLEM 
MANY MEMBERS of Congress from ag­ 
ricultural states are convinced that the 
small farmer needs assistance. They point 
to the fact that the family size farm sup­ 
ported an enterprising family 40 years ago 
but does not do so today except in excep­ 
tional circumstances. 
There are a million farm families with 
annual incomes of less than $1,000, which is 
not a munificent figure under present con­ 
ditions. Most of them are in the southeast­ 
ern states where big cotton and tobacco 
landowners instituted share cropping dec­ 
ades ago. These families have declined 
economically as prices of the commodities 
they buy greaty outstripped their incomes. 
That is true to a lesser degree in regions 
where wheat is one crop. 
With the c o u n t r y over-producing in 
many food and fiber lines, there is no cure 
in subsidizing these families on their small 
farms. More promising are training’ p r o ­ 
grams to prepare breadwinners for jobs in 
town. Still more promising is the bringing 
of industries to rural areas so small farm­ 
ers can earn part time wages. 
It would be an economic boon for Amer­ 
ica if incomes of the million $1,000 farm 
families could be trebled. But such an in­ 
crease in income is extremely unlikely to 
come out of the small farm itself. 
The small farmer needs a profitable off- 
the-farm activity to supplement his soil til­ 
lage gains. Free enterprise can provide 
such jobs, but they can never be provided 
by vote-conscious Congressmen.

A STREET ARGUMENT 
After one of the political meetings which 
I attended in England, crowds gathered 
-on the street to argue points. This was a 
working class district and the British work­ 
ingmen have memories of such campaign­ 
ers as George Bernard Shaw, H. G. Wells, 
Sidney Webb, and other intellectuals and 
they like big ideas and big words. A Brit­ 
ish Communist took over, assisted by a 
young lady who may have been his wife. 
Their argument fascinated me: 
“Who has bases all over the world? Do 
you see any Russian air bases in England? 
Do the Russians have b a s e s for atom 
bombs and hydrogen bombs in England or 
Portugal or Spain? Of course not! 
Only 
the Yanks have bases all over the world. 
That proves that the Yanks want war and 
I won't fight for the Yanks. Not me! 
“The Russians in 1945 were the most 
powerful people on Earth. Did they take 
Germany, France, Holland, Belgium? Of 
course not! They stopped and let e v e r y 
country run itself. What did the Yanks do? 
They organized NATO. They organized for 
war, that’s what they did. 
“In 1945, the Russians could have taken 
England and they could have taken Amer­ 
ica. Did they? Not they. They t r i e d for 
peace. They tried to find a way to peace. 
Only the Yanks kept them down because 
Wall Street wants to own the world.” 
Most of the listeners gave this fellow 
blow for blow. It was a quiet argument, 
apparently not to wake the neighbors, but 
a very heated one. However, so overpower­ 
ing is the desire for peace that I c o u l d 
feel that this fellow was making some 
headway, particularly among the women. 
There can be no question but that these 
people, who live in a section that had been 
bombed, fear war more than any Ameri­ 
can can understand. The Communist said 
that he had fought in Korea and was a fool 
for doing the Yanks’ job for them. 
His parting shot was: 
“I have statistics to prove t h a t the 
amount of aid the Yanks gave the Russians 
is next to nothing, less than one percent of 
what it cost the Russians to free Europe 
from the Nazi menace.” 
Of course, these arguments did not count 
for much in the final results, but it is of 
some importance to note the line. My in­ 
quiries showed that it is this line which is 
being followed in all circles, a definite anti- 
American propaganda designed to con­ 
vince Europeans and Asiatics that the 
United States alone is the enemy of peace, 
that all the world would have peace were 
it not for American efforts to make war. 
NATO is painted as an American war m a­ 
chine designed to enslave Western Europe. 
We, in this country, do not come across 
this line of argument and if we did, we 
could answer it. In Great Britain I found 
no effective presentation of the American 
point of view either by official Americans 
or by the news which is sent from t h i s 
country. 
This is not said in criticism of individ­ 
uals but rather of a point of view that peo­ 
ple are more interested in exciting news 
than in explanatory background. The truth 
is that they are interested in both a n d 
the British workingman has had a long his­ 
tory of listening to talks on economics, his­ 
tory and government.

I f s no longer necessary 
to traipse all the way to the kitch­ 
en for every w histle-wetter a n d 
snack. 
Compact refrigerators, 
suitably 
finished as furniture, can be plac­ 
ed anyw here. 
Im agine the 
con­ 
venience of dropping your book in 
your 
lap, 
opening 
a 
mahogany 
cabinet used 
as 
an end 
table, 
reaching for your favorite bever­ 
age, ice-cubs and w ater without 
leaving your chair. Cold cuts 
in 
the library would save the effort 
of a raid on the kitchen. 
• * • 
M ODERN ventilating fans 
and 
separate top burners m ake it en­ 
tirely feasible to prepare coffee 
and fry bacon and eggs on a mod­ 
ern version of the old 
fashioned 
sideboard within reach of the din­ 
ing room table. None of the smoke 
and fum es from table appliances 
would be necessary with a hooded 
vent over the burners. 
Another little refrigerator here 
would elim inate trips to the kitch­ 
en for milk, cream , butter, fruit 
and ice. 
Barbecue fireplaces have been 
working out fine in family rooms 
and on porches. Since we 
can 
serve 
charcoal

with these conveniences,

like a patio backed by a stone wall 
or a flower box fronting a picture 
window. 
Indiana limestone Is an Ideal 
material. It not only is e a s y to 
handle but it creates 
a 
hand­ 
some job after it is finished. 
Your local cut stone contractor 
can help you estim ate your needs. 
You'll need a m ason’s 
hammer, 
m ason’s chisel, trowel, shovel, rul­ 
er and level. 
For 
perm anence, 
a 
“ b e l o w 
frost-line” foundation should b e in- 
j stalled as a base for 
the 
stone 
work to rest upon, although it can 
be placed on m erely a five-inch 
slab. But in the long run it is best 
to have a foundation go three to 
four feet deep.

AFTER YOU have laid out the 
project and have the 
foundation 
set, you then decide on the p at­ 
tern you are going to set the stone.

Private Pool

A private swim m ing pool is a 
home-owner’s

methods of construction, a swim ­ 
ming pool is no longer a luxury 
item but a definite possibility for 
any property with a firm , undis­ 
turbed soil. 
A pool should be located where 
it can be seen from the m ost lived- 
in room in the house.

perature is relatively constant. Mi­ 
neral wool, installed in the wails 
and ceilings of a building, helps 
the farm er to m aintain a w inter­ 
tim e tem perature of 50-55 degrees, 
which is considered ideal for poul­ 
try houses.

But, the 
Lebanese 
statesman 
added, “the basic world situation 
is not as radically affected by the 
bomb as it is generally assum­ 
ed.” These 
miraculous expecta­ 
tions from the bomb are for the 
most part without foundation, and 
that with or without the 
bomb 
human nature remains the same.” 
He said the possibility of rebel­ 
lion, hatred, lust and pride will al­ 
ways remain, “even 
under the 
best conditions.” 
“Man, therefore, could not be 
too careful, whether in peace or 
war, under communism or out­ 
side communism, with or without 
the menace of the bomb, and even 
should he achieve 
the 
deepest 
wisdom and the highest holiness. 


Man could not be too careful, but 
God’s mercy is without end,” Ma­ 
lik said.
